RECEIVING THE MILITARY. 


Arrangements tor the Passage of ell 
Military Companies Threugh Rew 
York and Pennsylvania. 

ALBANY, April 19—The adjutants 
general oi New York and Pennsvivania 
have issued general orders permitting 
all bodies of regularly uniformed, arm- 
ed and equipped militia of the various 
states to pass and repass tnrough their 
states while visiting the centenrial. 

The adjutant general of Pennusylva- 
nia issued a circular that arrangements 
had been made for the encampment of 
the militia and National guard in Fair- 
mount park. Two hundred and sixty 
acres have oeen assigned for the pur- 
pose. Tie governor of Pennsylvania 
will locate the encampment by states. 
Organized bodies intending to visi} the 
centennial are requested to give full 
details to the adjutant general of Penn- 
sylvyania.

A.T. Stewart's Will.

On Tuesfay evening, between eight 
and nine o'clock, fifteen persons assem- 
bled in the elegant library of the late 
A. T. Stewart in Fifth avenue, to hear 
the last will and testament of the dead 
merchant read. It was a very solemn 
occasion, and terribly trying to the 
widowed lady of the deceased, who has 
not been for some time in the enjoy- 
ment of very good health. Among 
tr ose present beside Mrs. Stewart were 
Mrs. Henry Hilton, Miss Cornelia 
Stewart, niece of the deceased; Mr. 
William Libby, executor with Judge 
Hilton ; Judge i. Da- 
vis, of the Davis 
& Whitehead; Judge Henry Hilton, 
Dr. E. E. Marcy, Surrogate D. C. Cal: 
vin, Dr. W White, J. Lawrence 
Smith and William P Smith, builer of 
deceased, to whom is lefta legacy of 
$5,000, beside some other old and fa- 
vored servants. Judge Hiton and 
Judge Davies alone spoke. and it was 
found that all necessary arrangements 
had been made, as three sets of wit- 
nesses were present to testify if neces- 
sary t» the accuracy of the will and its 
two codicils. 
document had been read in a very dis- 
tinct and impressive tone by Judge Da- 
vies, it was then and there proved be- 
fore the surrogate. 

The reading of the will did not take 
more than helian hour. At the close 
of the mournful duty the Surrogate sta- 
ted that it would be admitted to probate 
without delay, as there was no flaw in 
it. At fifteen minutes past one 0’clock 
yesterday afternoon the will arrived at 
the Surrogate’s office in the new. court 
house to be recorded. 

The details of the will are full of in- 
terest. In the last paragraph of it ref- 
erence is made to legacies left to em- 
ployes of ten and twenty years’ stand- 
ing respectively. There are among the 
7,000 emploves on the payroll of A. T. 
Stewart & Co. about fifty persons who 
have served the firm twenty years and 
over 100 persons who have been in its 
employ for the space of ten years.

In the expectation of 
making money many persons will now 
imperil the scanty shelt~er which the 
law reserved forthe protection of the 
helpless; and whilst the decision may 
dozood to some who succeed inthe 
aiventure, more may regret the 
conditions on which credit. was 
obtainéd. Better to tive hard on‘small 
means for a series of vears with the 
prospect of that reward which Lonest 
industry never fails ultimately to com- 
mand than to begin with a debt which 
turns all your earnings into the pockets 
of capitalists. Men and communities 
prosper most when they are compelled 
to rely on their own unaided exertions. 
If this is not a popular doctrine it is 
good pohtical economy. 

You have donbtless observed the

It never loses an 
apportunity to interject some misrepre- 
sentation or slander or to revive some 
prejudice winch may be damag- 
ing to the democracy, it 
is unfriendly to — the Grant 
ilynasty, and to Morton, Conkling and 
other friends of the administration; but 
its sympathies for the radical cause are 
concealed by a veil teu thin to deceive 
an observer of ordinary discrimination. 
Its venom has been frequently dis- 
charged at Mr. Hill,for what it is pleas- 
ed to term his rebel utterances. It must 
be contessed even by his friends, that 
Mr. Hill has made the great netstake of 
assuming that in congress he was a peer 
among peers. He ought to- have re- 
membered that he was but a pardoned 
rebel coming from a state which held 
its independence only -at the mercy of 
the victors. He would not then bave 
been so audacious as to have repelled 
the assaults of Mr. ex-Speaker Blaine 
on Jar. Davis; nor would he have had 
the temerity to assert that the ameni- 
ties of war were atany time outraged 
on the persons of southern 
prisoners. With due contrition he 
would have acknowledged that his 
section richly merited all the obloquy 
with which it had been saiened. 
whilst the reports of injustice and cru- 
elty endured in northera prisons were 
the wicked fabrications of malicious 
men. Had he thus cringed he might 
have been called craven and mean, 
but then he might have saved his par- 
ty from the thrusts of Mr. Blaine and

ments of stocks, whether Emma mine, 
bank, life insurance, fire insurance or 
any other collapsing corporations, if 
they have sold offices to hungry offi- 
cials for a consideration, and been 
found out; if they have been compli- 
cated with credit mobilier speculations 
or salary grabs; if they have been 
guilty of what Mr. Butler would call 
Danaism or plagiarism; no party ex- 
pecting to succeed would be willing 
to fly their naimes at the head 
banner, The disgust 
of the public with dishonest officials 
of every type end grade is so profound 
and universal that no rogue, however 
s rong the temptation which prompt- 
ed the theft can command the votes of 
the people, Let us hope that the cen- 
tenial year will inaugurate the era of 
honesty in our publicmen everywhere.

Under the exist- 
ing law banks are compelled to keep 
30 and 40 cents on the dollar in gold 
bonds lying idle. By placing them in 
the vaults ofthe treasury, and by with- 
drawing their circulation they procure 
the benefit ot the difference of 90 cents 
on the dollar of bonds and their mar- 
ket value.
